Deal for the refinancing of | 
$9,150,000 of Edmonton debentures 
held in the United States has 
been completed, according to 
word received at the Civic Block 
by City Commissioner John Hodg- 
son from Mayor John W. Fry. 

In his telegram announcing the 
completion of the deal Mayor Fry 
stated that already more than 
$6,000,000 of the new issue had been 
subscribed for. 

This is the second large refinanc- 
ing that has been completed by the 
city this year. The first deal was 
put through several months ago 
and involved $1,770,000 of bonds 
held chiefly by the Edmonton sink- 
ing fund board. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment just concluded the city will 
call approximately $4,500,000 of 
bonds for Aug. 1 next. These are 
bonds of the same issue as those} 
now refinanced in the United States 
but held by Canadian and United 
Kingdom investors } 

It is understood that negotiations 
with Canadian financial interests 
will be opened in the near future! 
for the refunding of further por- 
tions of the city’s debt.

MOSQUITOES ACTIVE 

The R.A.F.’s second tactical air 
force issued the first official an- 
nouncement of the day, reporting 
an attack by Mosquitoes and Ty- 
phoons on military targets in Nor- 
thern France. 

Soon thereafter, American head- 
quarters confirmed the enemy re- 
ports of the strong attack on Ger- 
many. Shortly after the German 
warning system reported the at- 
tack on Berlin, the ONB transmit-

NEW YORK, May 19—(AP)— 
A German broadcast assertion 
that there is no such thing as an 
Adolf Hitler line in Italy was 
echoed today by the Nazi-con- 
trolled Rome radio, 

The office of war information 
said Rome, following in the path 
outlined yesterday by the Berlin 
radio, had declared: 

“Enemy propaganda statements 
that the Adolf Hitler line has been 
reached and passed are pure im- 
agination, since such a defence 
line has never existed anywhere 
on the Italian front. 

“It is true on the other hand, 
that during the fighting in the 
past few hours the Allies and 
their mercenaries have been un- 
able to prevent German units 
from reaching in perfect order 
lines farther to the rear, which 
were prepared some time ago.” 


Two Newsmen 
Killed in Italy 


LONDON, May 19.—(AP)—Cyril 
Bewley, 40, war correspondent for 
the Kemsley newspapers of Britain, 
and Roderick MacDonald, 32, corre- 
spondent for the Sidney Morning 
Herald and the London News- 
Chronicle, have been killed at the 
Italian front, it was disclosed today. 

Bewley walked into a minefield 
after leaving his jeep to taxe cover, 
the dispatch said, and his Austra- 
lian colleague was killed at the 
same time.

CHUNGKING, May 19—The Chi-!

‘Pain Map of Arms, Legs | 


Is Gained by Suffering 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19— 
(AP) — Twenty-six physicians, 
medical students and nurses who 
voluntarily endured having their 
flesh and bones pierced by drills 
and needles without benefit of an- 
aesthetic have made possible a 


pain map of the arms and legs. 

The map helps doctors locate 
the point of origin of many un- 
diagnosed pains. Often the hurt 
may be stopped quickly by a local 
anasthetic which hits squarely the 
centre of irritation. 

Most painfui operation in the 
map making was the drilling of 
the bones with a diamond-pointed | 
shaft about the diameter of a 
darning needle, The pain was 
greatest as the diamond point 
passed through the thin mem- 
brane surrounding the bone. Least 
painful was the pushing of 
needles through the muscles. 

The volunteers not only had to 
endure the pain but also to des- | 
cribe it accurately enough so it 
could be evaluated by others and 
charted. They broke into sweats, 
their faces blanched. Some were 
nauseated. Some required medical 
attention for a couple of days 
thereafter. 

The work was done by Dr. 
Verne T. Inman and Dr. J. B. de 
C. Saunders. Pain which origin- 
ates deep in the flesh, or next 
to the bones, apparently radiates 
far uv and down the arm or leg, 
sometimes the full length. 

The arm may become sore from 
wrist to shoulder from a needle- 
point injury. 

The map shows five long, irre- 
gular wedge-shaped areas of the 
arm and six in the leg. A deeply

For its work in helping to build up a 
Christian society throughout the world, 
the Y.M.C.A. has earned the gratitude and 
respect of the entire nation. 


Mandalay to Murmansk 


There is nothing surprising in the news 
that Canadian airmen flying with R.A.F. 
formations are in the thick of the fighting 
on the Indo-China border, More than a year 
ago it was known that some of them were 
in that theatre. It was a Canadian observer 
who signalled that a fleet of Jap bombers 
were on their way to attack Colombo two 
years ago, and thereby ensured a reception 
the raiders were not looking for. 

War news from almost every front is or 
has been local news for people in‘'Canada, 
because on nearly all of them Canadians 
have been or now are engaged. Those at 
home who want to keep track of our fight- 
ing men have need of war maps, and must 
look at them often; maps which show in 
some detail regions about as far apart as 
places can be on this globe. 

Kohima and Myitkyina had never been 
heard of by most of us until a few months 
ago. Who knew anything about Ortona or 
Pescara until they flashed into the wartime 
headlines? Narvik was strange to Canad- 
jan ears in 1939, Who knew much about 
Spitzbergen five years ago? But these 
place-names and scores of others scattered 
as widely will never be meaningless to us 
again, In these areas Canadians have 
fought, and are fighting, Germans, Japs, 
Italians, and Quislings of numberless 
breeds. 

The adult population of the Dominion 
is getting a tremendously interesting 
course in world geography because our 
men have wandered so far afield. Likely 
enough there are Edmonton men in the 
planes over Burma at this moment, and 
others rounding the tip of Normay en route 
to Murmansk!

Crops or No Crops? 


Graduates at the Ontario agricultural 
college were urged by Dr. Cody, head of 
the University of Toronto, to ‘Consider, 
the close link between forestry and agri- 
culture, There is grave danger that the 
central part of Ontario will revert to a dust 
bowl unless trees are planted and a system 
of reforestation established.” 

Those who are even casually familiar 
with the climatic trend in that peninsula 
over the last forty years or so can see in 
the record evidence that Dr. Cody was talk- 
ing sense. The frequency of destructive 
storms in that area has increased as the 
farms were stripped of the old-time 
“woods” which used to occupy a few acres 
on the back end of every holding, A series 
of dry years is all that is needed to make 
Ontario people almost as familiar with 
dust-storms as people on the prairies have 
become, 

That is a problem for Ontario to deal 
with, But the moral is equally important 
to other parts of Canada. It is particularly 
important to the large area in the west 
where the plains were treeless when the 
settlers arrived. But it is not evén there 
that the value of forest areas most needs to 
be stressed, for farmers who have seen 
their crops blown out of the ground or 
withered by hot winds are fully aware, or 
should be, that they need shelter-belts and 
wind-breaks. 

The part of the west in which this 
warning needs to be sounded is the part 
that was clothed with trees when settle- 
ment began, In this area, which includes 
northern and central Alberta and northern 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, too little re- 
gard has been paid to the importance of 
preserving wooded belts, and almost no at- 
tention given to the creation of tree-shelter 
where nature did not provide it. 

The penalty of continuing to denude 
this favored region of protection against 
wind and excessive evaporation can be 
Stated in one compound word that is syn- 
onymous with crop failures, The word is 
soil-drifting. 


The “Invasion” Is On 

The enemy cleared out of Cassino— 
“according to plan” of course—when the 
Allied enveloping operations were a week 


| 


old. A month ago they held the place 
against heavy attacks extending over more 
than a week, Different tactics, or stronger 
Allied forces, may have made the differ- 
ence. The Gustav line broken, the Hitler 
line is the next objective, and is said to be 
less formidable. 

The opening phase of the new offensive 
indicates that it is the beginning of an all- 
out drive to capture Rome and throw the 
enemy back into northern Italy, not simply 
a manoeuvre to draw more of Hitler's 
troops from his eastern or western fron- 
tiers. The Fuehrer in any case cannot af- 
ford to ignore that possibility, and must 
buttress his southern front at whatever 
risk in the east or the west. An Allied 
sweep up the peninsula would change the 
set-up to his peril in several ways. 

For one thing, the Adriatic would be 
converted virtually into an Allied “lake”. 
This would make possible the throwing of 
Allied forces into Yugoslavia to bolster 
the guerilla armies and establish a Balkan 
front of sinister potentialities for the 
Nazis, Bulgaria, already threatened by the 
Russians in Romania, would be practically 
immobilized, Greece cut off from the Reich, 
and Hungary brought within striking dis- 
tance from two directions. 

Unless appearances deceive, the “in- 
vasion” is on, with the first of multiple as- 
saults on the Hitler fortress launched 
against his Italian—and weakest—front. 


The radio committee of parliament de- 
cided that the Social Credit Association 
should be given free time on the CBC. That 
presumably ends the controversy and the 
directors will adjust their schedules accord- 
ingly. It was to the committee, not the 
directors, the question should have been 
referred in the first place. If the CBC is 
to be kept free of accusations of political 
bias its directors will have to be relieved 
of responsibility for making decisions in 
which party interests are involved. It is up 
to the committee to deal with such matters. 


In these curious times it is of meaning 
even to Canadians that the heaviest frost 
in years struck and severely damaged the 
orchards in some of England’s best fruit- 
growing counties. The home-grown supply 


- of apples and other tree and bush fruits 


will be short in consequence—and more of 
these foods will have to be shipped from 
Canada, the nearest of the fruit-exporting 
countries. Canadians may thus find their 
shelves and bins less well supplied next 
winter than they would like to have them 
—ibecause England has had a killing frost 
in May.

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Is it Doughnut or Fried Cake? 


Regardless of Name This 
Delicacy Is Easily Made 
At Home 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


To many people a doughnut is 
that type of pastry with a hole in 
the middle that has been fried in 
deep fat. To others this isn't a 
doughnut but a fried cake, 

Here is a definition from one of 
our local housewifes who got her 
information from her New England 
ancestors: “Doughnuts are made 
of raised dough, cut into circular 
pieces and set to rise. After rising 
they are dropped into a kettle of 
hot fat, where they puff up into 
balls and become brown on the 
surface. Crullers and fried cakes, 
on the other hand, are made of 
dough leavened with baking pow- 
der—in colonial times soda served 
instead, For fried cakes, frequently 
misnamed as doughnuts and crull- 
ers, the dough is rolled out and cut 
into circles, and then a smaller 
circle is cut out of the centre of 
each cake, It is the fried cake that 
has the hole. The cruller is twisted 
or curled. Compare Chaucer's line

How to Cook Them 


So much for that, but since sour 
cream and sour milk seem to be 
available in many homes now, 
doughnuts are a popular item on 
the cooking list. 

The bath of fat must be deep 
enough to float the doughnuts and 
hot enough to brown them, As a 
test, cook several of the little cen- 
tres in the hot fat. They should be 
cooked and brown in two minutes, 
They should rise quickly to the top 
of the fat, brown on one side, be 
turned and browned on the other. 

If the fat isn’t hot enough, the 
doughnuts will absorb it and be- 
come greasy; when using a fat 
thermometer, it should register 360 
degrees to 375 degrees F. 


Sour milk or buttermilk may be 
used in this recipe. Sift enough 
flour to measure three and one-half 
cups. Sift flour with three tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon soda, one teaspoon salt, 
three-fourths teaspoon nutmeg and 
one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon, 
Beat two eggs until light and fluffy, 
gradually add one cup sugar, stir- 
ring well after each addition, Stir 
in two tablespoons melted shorten- 


ng. 

Add flour mixture alternately 
with one cup sour milk or butter- 
milk, stirring only until ingredients 
are well combined. Shape into a 
jround of dough with your hands. 
Divide the dough into three parts 
and roll out, one at a time.

Drop in- 
to the hot deep fat and cook until 
brown on both sides, turning them 
several times, Drain on unglazed 
paper. 


Filled Doughnuts 

Doughnuts made from yeast are 
popular too, The yeast dough can be 
made the evening before and al- 
lowed to rise overnight. Some of 
it may be used for rolls or coffee 
cake, if desired. Jams, marmalades 
and dried fruits make delicious 
filling and offer variety. 

To make the sweet roll dough, 
soften two cakes of yeast in one- 
fourth cup lukewarm water for five 
minutes. Scald one cup milk and 
cool to lukewarm. While yeast is 
softening and the milk is cooling, 
cream one cup shortening, gradu- 
ally add one-fourth cup each of 
sugar and honey, blending well 
after each addition. Add one egg at 
a time, using three eggs, then stir 
in one tablespoon of lemon juice 
and the grated rind of half a lemon, 

Blend in the milk, the yeast, and 
one teaspoon salt. Gradually add 
sifted flour, about two cups at a 
time, stirring thoroughly after each 
amount, Use four to five cups or 
until dough rolls in a ball around 
the mixing spoon, but sticks to the 
bottom of the bowl. 

Turn dough onto a_ kneading 
board which has been spread with 
one cup of flour. Cover dough with 
several clean towels and let rest 
for 10 mniutes. Knead until smooth 
and springy. Put into a_ clean 
greased bowl, cover and let rise 
overnight. 

To make the doughnuts in the 
morning, take off part of the dough 
and roll on floured board to one- 
half inch thick. Cut into rounds with 
floured biscuit cutter. Place a tea- 
spoon of jam or a pitted prune in 
the centre of half of the rounds. Top 
with the other halves and press 
edges firmly together. To be cere 
tain the edges stay together, damp- 
en the edges before sealing. Place 
on well floured board, cover and let 
rise until very light. Fry in deep fat 
until brown. 

When fat from frying the dough- 
nuts has cooled, pour it through a 
fine sieve covered with cheesecloth 
to remove any particles. If necesse 
ary, drop several slices of potato 
into the hot fat to clarify it and to 
remove any flavors. Pour into an 
empty fruit tin that has been 
thoroughly cleaned.

Next time we must be more clever 
and more ruthless, We must make 
sure, for example, that the Oriental 
death rate remains high and that 
the colored peoples don't get 
enough to eat.

The answer, which such thinkers 
will never accept, is that no such 
policies will ever succeed because 
they are wrong; for such thinkers 
do not accept right and wrong as 
practical politics, They consider 
them abstract conceptions of ethics 
or metaphysics, good enough for

}use in the world of men.

The mul- 
titude of boards which the Russians 
established, and which the C.C.F, 
would set up to carry through their 
master plan, must have authority, 
Under a completely planned econ- 
omy, any interference with, or op- 
position to, any section or phase of 
the operation would bring the 
master-plan into jeopardy.

all these things because the plan 
required that they be done, just 
as the C.C.F, will have to resort to

Rural Doctors 


Shortage of doctors in Alberta 
may receive but slight relief 
under the proposed Dominion 
plan to supply army medical 
practitioners to rural areas now 
without medical services, it was 
indicated Friday by Hon. Dr. W. 
W. Cross, minister of health. 
Just back from a, trip to Ottawa, 

he conferred with authorities on 
details of the plan. 

It is estimated the plan will cost 
a municipality about $8,000 a year, 
said Dr. Cross. This included the 
cost of a car, provision of a doctor's 
office, and payment of his salary, 
to be the equivalent of an army 
major’s pay ($7.50 a day), plus the 
usual allowances for a wife and 
family. 

If a munitipality is willing to 
undertake the cost of this plan, 
the province will see to it that the 
necessary provincial guarantee is 
provided to the Dominion, and the 
minister of national defence will 
then look around for a doctor to 
post to the municipality. Or, Cross 
explained, “In my opinion, there 
will be few municipalities which 


will take up the plan, in view of | 


the cost,” he added. 

During the Ottawa trip, Dr. Cross 
also discussed the matter of obtain- 
ing a radiologist to become provin- 
cial director of cancer services. The 
Dominion has agreed to try and find 
a suitably qualified doctor now in 
the armed services, to take over the 
post, vacated since the death of 
Dr. G. H. Malcolmson some time 
ago. In the meantime, Dr. Richard 
Proctor has been acting director of 
cancer services. 


CPA Employees

The word gradually should be 
| used more often by all individuals 
having to do with children, For 
gradually is an important word 
which expresses an important at- 
titude. It expresses a parent's will- 
ingness to allow change to come 
about slowly instead of rapidly. 
To parents who want to right a 
situation at “one fell swoop” instead 
of little by little, this gradual way 
is unsatisfying. Once they become 
conscious of a child’s bad habits, or 
his social misdemeanors, they want, 
to end them immediately, no mat- 
ter how long they may have existed. 
They are willing to do anything, but! 
the results must be dramatic and 
immediate. } 
It should be plain enough that | 
this is an impossible expectation, A 
habit, or a way of behaving which, 
has continued for long has become | 
an emotional pattern and that is| 
not changed over night. One has to 
give the child a new viewpoint, or 
give him different treatment and a 
new inspiration for new ways of 
acting. One can't simply Snap off}! 
the old way. | 
Any habit, any behavior will do| 
for illustration for each is sub- | 
ject to the same laws. Let's Say the | 
child has established the habit of| 
answering rudely or contemptuous- 
ly when spoken to. He Says, “You're 
a sap,” when his mother tells him 
his table manners could be im- 
Proved. He retorts, “Says you,” 
when she asks him to bring up an- 
other load of logs for the fireplace, 
Any parent can—and many par- 
ents do—say just as tartly, “You 
can't talk to me that way,” and em- 
phasize their remarks by punish- 
ment, But the child's attitude is the 
same even if he curbs his tongue. 
He still says within himself, “You're 
a sap” and “Says you.” | 
But if his mother laughs and 
keeps on with her pleasant explan- 
ation of why table manners are im- 
portant. If she says cheerfully, “Yes, 
says I” and expects the logs to be 
brought up, she offers an atmos- 
phere hospitable to change.

E. McKENNEY 
America’s Card Authority 
Robert B, Nenno of Albany, N.Y., 
gave me today’s hand. Declarer lost 
the first three tricks to the king of 
diamonds and the ace and queen of 
clubs. When West continued with 
the jack of clubs, South ruffed, led 
a spade to dummy’s queen, then Jed

the jack of hearts. When the finesse 
held, dummy’s three of hearts was 
led and the queen finessed. Now 
South led a spade to the king, came 
back to his hand with the jack of 
spades, and when he led the ace of 
spades East was squeezed, He could 
not hold the jack and ten of dia- 
monds and the king and one heart. 
As Nenno said, the hand is much 
simpler to make by just counting 
up to 10, When South ruffs the 
third lead of clubs, he should go 
over to the ace of diamonds in 
dummy and finesse the heart. Now 
he should make sure to ruff two 
hearts with the king and queen of 
spades, and ruff two more clubs, 
Thus he will make seven trump 
tricks, two hearts and a diamond.

LONDON, May 19—Radio Ber- 
lin said today English ports now 
were “crammed to the bursting 
point” with equipment for an Al- 
lied landing in western Europe 
and exile leaders warned the Bel- 
gian people that “not much time 
remains” for them to complete 
their pre-invasion preparations. 
Dr. Harald Jansen, Berlin radio 
commentator, said Portsmouth, Ply- 
mouth, Bristol, Hull and London 
were the principal ports where Brit- 
ain was concentrating “her entire 
invasion material—which will have 
to be ferried across to the continent 

overnight.in a few hours.” 

“Recent Luftwaffe raids on Bris- 
tol and Portsmouth, two of the in- 
vasion springboards, thus were 
more important than Anglo-Ameri- 
can bombings of our railway net- 
work,” Dr. Jansen said. 


GERMANS SPYING 


German reconnaissance planes 


were reported active over north | 


and northeast Scotland last night, 


presumably in an attempt to spy 
out any Allied preparations for a 


thrust across the North Sea to Den-| 


mark or northwest Germany. 

The Germans have betrayed in-

The figures for the Sixth Loan 
still was incomplete, but Mr, Ilsley 
said he agreed with Gordon Gray- 
don, Progressive Conservative 
house leader, who asked for latest 
figures, that the Canadian people 
deserved great credit for making 
the Sixth Loan a record one.

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Alberta Ready 


e Act on Health 


Insurance Plan 


The province of Alberta will 
be ready to act on the Dominion 
health insurance plan just as soon 
as it is passed and becomes law, 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister 
Of health, stated Friday. 

The minister just returned from 
Ottawa, where he and Dr, Malcolm 
R. Bow attended a Dominion-pro- 
vincial conference concerning the 
Proposed ‘health insurance scheme. 

Dr. Cross said some doubt exists 
as to whether the legislation will 
be brought before the House of 
Comntons at Its present session. No 
assurance had been given at the 
conference that it will be dealt 
with this year. 

At the conference, Alberta had 
urged bringing the health plan into 
effect step by step, and the prov- 
ince should be allowed to raise 
funds necessary in any way they 
saw fit, said Dr. Cross. 
1S SATISFIED 

He expressed satisfaction on con- 
ference results, saying, “On the 
whole, I was well pleased with the 
conference, and feel we can make 
a start in this province just as soon 
as the act is passed.” 

The Dominion plan, as submitted 
at the conference, proposed that 
the general plan should go into 
operation at the start, with each 
person more than 16 years old pay- 
ing a poll tax of $12 annually to 
contribute to its cost. 

(Since the conference concluded, 
the Commons’ social security com- 
mittee has recommended that each 
province should be allowed to fix 
the amount of each person's con- 
tribution under the health plan.) 

According to Grtawa dispatches, 
the matter of contributions will 
not be decided, until the health 
legislation is finally acted upon 
by the Dominion and provincial 
governments. 

Dr. Cross said this’ plan of 
action was a step in the direction 
which had been advocated by 
Alberta. 

Under the Dominion plan, that 
government is prepared to grant 
$3.60 per capita for free hospitaliza- 
tion; 35 cents per capita for public 
health work such as preventive 
medicine and health units, and one- 
quarter of the present cost to any 
province, for tuberculosis  treat- 
ment. 


FREE HOSPITALIZATION 


If the Dominion would give A)- 
berta grants for these three items 
of the general plan, then the prov- 
ince could start immediately on a 
free hospitalization plan, said Dr. 
Cross. In addition, the present free 
tuberculosis work and free social 
disease campaigns could be con- 
tinued. 

The three items referred to would 
cover all parts of the general 
health insurance plan, with the ex- 


ception of dentistry and medical | 


services, At the present time, men 
are not available for these two 
items. 


WITHOUT TAX - 


Such a partial plan could” be 
operated without a tax being im- 
posed, Dr. Cross said, pointing out 
Alberta had urged introduction of 
the insurance plan by stages. In 
addition, the operation of a limited 
scheme would allow the govern- 
ment to estimate accurately what 
the tax should be, to cover medical 
and dental services. 

The minister said he felt the 
tax could be set at a lower figure 
than the suggested $12, and that 
Alberta thought the money should 
be raised by any means seen fit, 
including taking it from the general 
fund, if this was decided upon.

Assisting the juniors will be 
many adult friends, organized by 
Mrs. §, Israel, who has 
charge of this annual appeal for 
the last four years and is again 
convener of a large committee. 

The taggers expect last year's 
record success to be surpassed and 
emphasize that “when you buy a 
primrose tag, you help a crippled 
child.”
